Imperial Moejefties affifted at the 
folemn Proceffion which is made annually to our 
Cathedral, in Commemoration of the Deliverance 
of this City in 1683, when it was beficg’d by the 
Turks; and on this Occafion Te Deum was 
fang, and a’ general Salvo given by all the Ar- 
tery on our Walls, and by the Mufquets of 
the Gaards. The Count de Loffelholrz ter out 
from beace the 8th of this Month for Hungary; 
whence we are inform'’d by Letters from Guia 
of ihe 3d of this Month, that there were already 
excamp'd sere 7 Regiments of Foot, viz. thofe of 
Salm, Sickirgen, Arnan, and 4 of Dancs: That the 
Difpofition oi the Camp was alcer'd that Day, to 
mzke Room for feveral other Regiments ; and that 
on the 4‘h Field-Marthal-General “Count Heifter wes 
expected there, to put thefe Fo.ces on the March, 
with the beavy Cannon and Mortars which were 
coming from Buda. So that we expect to hear in 
alittle Yime that he has urdettaken fome Siege of 
importance. Orcher Adviccs fay, that Count Bere- 
zeni us'd great Endeav urs to draw together a Body 
of Troops, ard that he had putto Death feveral 
Perfons fufpected of a Defign to quir his Party, in 
order to terrify others: hat feveral of bis adhe- 
rents had already abandon’d him, and carry’d cff a 
great Sum of Moncey belonging to him; taking 
alfo 80000 Flori:s from a French Officer. They add, 
that all the Iuhabitanrs of upper Hungary had laid 
cown their Arms; fo tha: the faid Gereral and the 
other Chiefs of the Malecontents were in no lefs 
perpetual Diftruft cf their own Party than Appre- 
henfive of the Imperialitts. 

Leipfich, Sept. 15. Letters from upper Poland 
give an Account, that General Smigielski, who fome 
Time fiace came over to the Parry of King Stanifla- 
us, kad been worfted in an Action with General Ry- 
binski who commands a Body of Troops on the 
Partof ths confederated Nobility againft King Sta- 
niflass; and thac ano’her Detachment of General 
Ri biaski’s T-oops had ruin’d anew Regiment of 
Horle, rais’@ for che Service of the King of Sweden, 
and compas’d mofily of Frenchmen. Thefe Let- 
ters ad’, thac fome eminent Perfons of the Nobility 
of Hunzury, whe were in the Party of Prince Ra- 
gotrki, ha: abcadon’d bim, and recir’d into the Pa- 
Cracow. We have recciv’d co: firm’d Ad- 
Vice from Ratisbon, that the 7:h of this Month, 
Count Kinsky the Emperour’s Plenipotentiary, was 
introduc’d into’ the College of Electors as De- 
paty from the Crown of Bohemia; and that at the 
fame Time Baron Limbach was alfo introduc’d into 
the fame College, and rook his Seat as Deputy of 
the Ele&tcr of Hanever.

Yefterday arriv’d Letters from Oftend. 

Oftend, Oc. 1. The 27th paft a Detachment of 
1100 French from Bruges and the adjacent Garri- 
fons attack a 600 of our Foot pofted at Oldenburg ; 
and after an Hour’s Difpute the Enemy were re- 
puls’d with Lofs,the Collonel who commanded them 
being among the kill'd. The Convoy of 7oo Wag- 
gous, which were {ent back from hence with Am- 
munition and Provifions for the Siege of Lifle, &c. 
ftop’d at Liffivg cull they were affur'd they might 
pals fafely by Oldenburg ; and being inform’d the 
Enemy were repuls’d there, they fet forward the 
28:h at 2 in the Mornirg. The 29th we had an 
Account by Deferters, and Peafants, that the Day 
before, Major General Cadogan being detach'd by 
the Duke of Ma-jborough with 25 Squadrons and 
14 Batra!ions to meet the torefaid Convoy, was 
tack’d on this fide Tourouw. or the Plain of Coch- 
lare near the Wood of Winendale by bf. de Ia Mo- 
the who had with him 26 Latralion:, 9 Regimenis 
of Horle, and 18 Kegimerts of Mragecas, which 
Deferters report were th: belt cf the Enemy’s 
Troops, and a Train of 26 Bicldvieces fome of a 
tripple bore. Tie Enemy cannonaded our Men 
from 2 till in the Afcernoon ; and then came to 
a clofe Engagement, which Jafted til half an hour 
paft 7. The Action was very hor, and in the 
End the Enemy were oblig’d to retire towards Bru- 
ges, leaving bchind them 3000 of their Men kii’d 
on the Spot, and 8 Pieces of Cannon: Tis faid thet 
in this Action M. de la Mohe bad one Son kiii’d 
and another wounded. During the Fight the Wag- 
gons made the beft of their Way to Rouffelacr, 
with a Guard of 800 Horfe.; aed ‘tis not doubred 
they all got fafe to the Camp the 29ch ar Nighr. 
We have no Account yet of this A@tion from our 
Army. All the Foices that came hither with Gene- 
ral Erle, are now encamp’d at Raverfien, with their 
Right towards Newport ; and 800 Men of them 
are employ’d to guard the Poft of Leffing, for the 
better Security of which Works are caft up by Pea- 
fants fummon’d in from the Country. We have 
Advice, that M. la Mothe came to Oldenburg laft 
Night with 8000 Foot: As alfo that the Enemy 
have reinforc’d the Garrifon of Newport with 2 
Regiments. 

Oftend, October 1. * After the Count dela Mothe 
© found that he could not peffefs himfelf of the Poft 
of Oldenburg the 27th paft ar Night by the Party
